7 GUBANS KILLED 
IN SECOND ATTACK 
ON ARMY ARENTS 


Intelligence Onerative and 
Suspect in Kidnaping Hit 
When Auto Is Fired on 
From Another.

HAVANA, Dec. 18.—A second at- 
tack on Cuban army agents and 
prisoners in the kidnaping of Nico- 


las Castano, Havana millionaire, in- 
creased the fatalities to six today, 
when several assailants fired into 
an army car last night, killing Jose 
Jesus Gonzalez, an army intelli- 
gence operative, and Casimiro Men- 
endez, who was being taken to 
headquarters for questioning con- 
cerning the kidnaping. 

Other army agents returned the 
fire, and were aided by police pur- 
suit cars. After a running fight 
with their attackers they finally 
overtook them after a chase of sev- 
eral miles and seized two men. 

The body of a third man, who po- 
lice said was one of the assailants, 
was found in the Vedado residen- 
tial section, along the line of the 
shooting. 

A bystander was struck by a bul- 
let a block from where the fight 
started and wounded seriously. 

This fight followed by 24 hours 
the first outbreak, in which three 
men being taken to Havana from 
San Antonio de las Vegas, near 
where Castano was liberated, were 
shot to death in another army car. 

The first assailants escaped, as 
did several in the second shooting. 
Police laid the shooting to efforts 
by kidnapers still at large to silence 
captured members of the ring. 

Castano was rescued Monday 
from a farm near San Antonio de 
las Vegas, 30 miles in the interior, 
after being heid a week and mal- 
treated by his captors, whom he 
described as revolutionaries. 

A sergeant and a private who 
freed him without payment of the 
$500,000 ransom demanded, were 
promoted to sub-lieutenant and cor- 
poral.

PEIPiNG, China, Dec. 18. — A 
semi-autonomous political council 
for’ the North China provinces of 
Hopeh and Chahar went into oper- 
ation today, over the opposition of 
demonstrating anti-Japanese_ stu- 
dents. 
The inauguration of the council, 


set up amid agitation for North 
China separation from the Central 
Chinese Government, was held in 
the early morning and with utmost 
£.crecy, apparentiy as a precaution 
against fresh protests. 
As news of the council’s inaugur- 
ation spread, however, hundreds of 
students gathered at the city gates, 
where police armed with bayonets 
prevented them from entering. 
Tientsin Demonstration. 
Students also paraded in the oth- 
er major North China city of Tien- 
tsin, shouting against the autonomy 
movement. 
A committee of students presented 
demands to the Tientsin mayoralty 
for suppression of the Peiping coun- 
cil, Their declaration, broadcast to 
crowds in the streets, asserted pub- 
lic patience was exhausted by Japa- 
nese “aggression” and urged mer- 
chants and workers to co-operate 
with the students .in a nationwide 
general strike. 
Gen. Sung Cheh-yuan, chairman 
of the council to which was accord- 
ed partial political independence 
from the Nanking Government, an- 
nounced the principles of the new 
North China Government called for 
promotion of friendly relations with 
neighboring countries (Manchoukuo 
and Japan). 
He said also that official appoint- 
ments would follow the will of the 
North China people, and that offi- 
cials themselves would share the 
“hardships” of the people. 

Further Student Disorders. 
New student outbreaks tonight 
were put down by the police, who 
stationed heavy guards at the en- 
trances of all universities and cut 
telephone lines. 

The authorities refused to re- 
lease many students jailed as dem- 
onstrators, despite a request by the 
chancellors of five universities. 
Gen, Sung addiessed an open let- 
ter to the students charging that 
the demonstrations were instigated 
by Communists and warning them 
to return to their classes. He said 
that otherwise he would act dras- 
tically to curb their activity, 


Chinese reports to Shanghai, at 
the very time of the inauguration 
of the Hopeh-Chahar council, said 
Japanese planes bombed Kuyuan, 
Eastern Chahar, while Manchou- 
kuan troops besieged the city. 

The planes were reported to have 
dropped letters urging the Kuyuan 
populace to yield. The Japanese 
were said to have cut off Kuyuan 
from Kalgan, on the great wall, 
where the presence of Japanese 
troops was thought to preclude any 
possibility of Chinese armed aid. 
Troops of the new Northern Gov- 
ernment were stationed in Tienisin, 
replacing the garrison of the anti- 
autonomist, Gen. Shang Chen, while 
the forces of the autonomous East 
Hopeh state held the seaport of 
Tangku.

The chief evidence against Stein- 
haeusl is that when he was Assist- 
ant Chief of Police he had em- 
ployed a detective, now a fugitive 
in Germany, who was a Nazi con- 
spirator. Steinhaeus! denies he was 
aware of illegal political activity 
among the police. 

He disclosed in his testimony 
that in 1918 he escorted the deposed 
Emperor Karl safely through Aus- 
tria when the Socialist revolution- 
ists were trying to capture the 
Hapsburg. 

If Steinhaeusl is found guilty, he 
may be executed within three hours 
after the verdict.

‘ALWAYS WILLING 
TO CO-OPERATE’ 


This Is Statement Made in 
Letter From Lawyer of 
Associated Gas Magnate 
Refusing Data.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—How- 
ard C. Hopson, public utility mag- 
nate, has placed himself in “fla- 
grant contempt” of the House of 
Representatives by failing to pro- 
duce records of his private finan- 
cial dealings with the $900,000,000 
Associated Gas and Electric sys- 
tem, which he heads, it was stated 
yesterday by Representative John 
J. O’Connor, chairman of the 
House Rules Committee. Steps 
looking toward a contempt cita- 
tion will be taken, O’Connor said. 
The defiant utility man was cited 
by the Senate last August for re- 
sisting service of a subpena and 
failing to appear when it was 
served. The action was not pressed 
at that time, because he did appear 
soon thereafter, but it remains in 

abeyance, and could be revived. 
When Hopson’s lobbying activi- 
ties against the Utility Holding 
Company Bill were under investi- 
gation by the House and Senate 
last summer, he promised the 
Rules Committee to divulge his 
personal profits from private trans- 
actions with the companies di- 
rected by him. Delay ensued, and 
finally he was given until Monday 
to make good. 

“Always Ready to Co-operate.” 

Last Saturday O’Connor received 
a letter from William A. Hill, one 
of Hopson’s numerous attorneys, 
stating that “Mr. Hopson is always 
ready to co-operate with your com- 
mittee,” but adding “you are 
aware that the books containing 
the information which you say the 
committee desires is in the posses- 
sion of various Government de- 
partments and committees.” He 
volunteered nothing further. 

To this O’Connor replied that he 
was not “aware” of anything of 
the sort; that he could not imagine 
what “Government departments” 
Hill was talking about; that he felt 
certain Hopson had adequate rec- 
ords of his own income, and that 
failure to produce them for’. the 
committee constituted a violation of 
his promise. 

Alluding to testimony given be- 
fore the Black Senate Committee 
by Stuart C. Cross, investigator for 
a New York State Legislative Com- 
mittee, that Hopson had milked the 
Associated Gas & Electri¢ system 
of at least $60,000 a year during 
the depression through the medium 
of privately-owned service com- 
panies, O’Connor said it was true 


this information was in the Govern- 
ment’s possession but pointed out

that Hopson had “vehemently de- 
nied the accuracy of these figures.” 
He added: 

“This (Hill’s) letter is entirely un- 
satisfactory. I consider it a quib- 
ble over the understanding we ar- 
rived at, and it is entirely the op- 
posite of ‘co-operation’ I shall im- 
mediately communicate with other 
members of the committee and lay 
the situation before them for ap- 
propriate action.” 

To Wait on Congress. 

Having communicated with them, 
O’Connor said yesterday it was not 
likely that any action will be taken 
before Congress meets three weeks 
hence, since it would be virtually 
impossible to assemble committee 
members in Washington before 
Christmas. Moreover a member 
who is ill has asked that proceed- 
ings be withheld until he is able 
to attend. As soon thereafter as is 
practicable, however, the committee 
will act, the chairman declared. 

The chairman’s position is some- 
what embarrassing. During the last 
session he was severely criticised 
by his colleagues for shielding Hop- 
son when the Senate was seeking 
to examine him, and the situation 
was not improved later when the 
Senate Committee discovered that 
Basil O’Connor, the Congressman’s 
brother, had been paid a $25,000 le- 
gal fee by the Associated Gas & 
Electric Co., for services not fully 
described. 

Way Out for Hopson. 

In the event of being cited by the 
House, it might be _ possible for 
Hopson to purge himself of con- 
tempt by producing the desired 
records. That has happened in the 
past. Throughout the _ investiga- 
tion the House Committee was gen- 
tle with Hopson, in contrast to the 
ruthless grilling which he under- 
went before the committee headed 
by Senator Black.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18. — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt disclosed yesterday 
that he would ask Congress, which 
convenes next month, for nearly 
$500,000,000 more for public works. 
He did not say whether there would 


be other recommendations for re- 
lief. 

The $4,880,000,000 work and re- 
lief funds which the administration 
is now spending was appropriated 
for the fiscal years 1936 and 1937. 
All of the money has been allotted 
to various projects, and officials es- 
timate that all but $900,000,000 will 
be spent by next June 30, the end of 
the 1936 fiscal year. By redistrib- 
uting this money, they suggest, it 
might be possible to care for most 
of the unemployed until Ccngress 
meets again in January, -1937, pro- 
viding private industry re-employs 
several hundred thousand “em- 
ployables” now on the relief rolls. 
' Roosevelt said new works bills 
would carry appropriations for spe-

AROUND ST. LOUIS COMPARED 


Greater Ratio of Increase in 300- 
Mile Radius Than in 
150-Mile One. 


Population gains in areas 300 
and 500 miles from St. Louis in 
the last 30 years have been greater 
than the percentage of iyicrease 


in the area within 150 miles of 
St. Louis in the same period, J. B. 
Britton, research director of the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, 
testified yesterday at a hearing be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission at Hotel Coronado. Brit- 
ton also testified that the increase 
in manufacturing operations in the 
area within a 500-mile radius of 
St. Louis in the 30-year period was 
less than the increase in the entire 
United States for the same period.

The investigators were di- 
vided on the theory that the young 
man, who disappeared from his 
New York apartment Saturday, was 
kidnaped. 
Federal agents went to and from 
the large house of Caleb Milne II, 
on the edge of the Germantown dis- 
trict, but little information was 
given out except the grandfather’s 
denial that the family was prepar- 
ing to pay a ransom, or that a sec- 
ond demand was received. 

“Haven’t Heard Anything.” 

“IT haven’t heard anything since 
the ransom note mailed in Pough- 
keepsie, N. Y., was received in New 
York by Caleb’s brother, Frederic,” 
the grandfather said. 

It was reported yesterday the 
family received'a letter demanding 
$50,000. 

“There are Many rumors coming 
over the phone, but they all happen 
to be false leads,” Milne said. He 
declared several automobile trips 
he made yesterday had no connec- 
tion with the disappearance of his 
grandson. He also denied reports 
that Warren Milne, uncle of the 
missing young man, had been 
named intermediary to bring about 
his return. 

Federal agents talked with a post- 
man who delivered several letters 
to the Milne house, but he was 
warned not to discuss the case. 

Brother Talks With Agents. 

Frederic Milne, 18 years old, who 
‘lived with his brother, spent two 
hours early today at Department of 
Justice offices in New York. Fed- 
eral agents declined to discuss his 
visit, but one of them accompanied 
him to and from his apartment. 

Miss Anita Smith, an aunt, mo- 
tored from Woodstock, N. Y., ap- 
parently headed for New York, 
after announcing that she ha@ rea- 
son to expect some development in 
the case soon. She was accompa- 
nied by a Government agent and 
Aubrey Milne, younger brother of 
the missing man.

He is now at Montgom- 
ery County Jail completing his 
Federal Court sentence. 

An indictment charging theft 
from the mails was returned 
against Henry J. Kiel, a letter car- 
rier for 13 years, who was arrested 
Oct. 8 after 263 torn letters were 
found in an unused boiler room. 
According to police, Kiel said he 
had destroyed the letters because 
he had been unable to deliver them 
on time. , 

The preliminary report contained 
46 indictments, including 30 for 
violations of the liquor laws. Seven 
indictments were suppressed.

PROTESTS AGAINST 
PROPOSED VIADUCT 


Chippewa Street Property 
Owners Appear Before Com- 
mittee of Aldermen. 


Owners of business and residen- 
tial property abutting the Missouri 
Pacific grade crossing at Chippewa 


street appeared before the Streets 
Committee of the Board cf Alder- 
men yesterday to protest against 
the proposed viaduct grade separa- 
tion, which they said would injure 
their property and constitute a 
nuisance. ; 

Forty owners of residential prop- 
erty and six business property own- 
ers registered protests, asserting 
that the erection of a viaduct would 
put their property “in a hole” and 
depreciate values. Home owners 
said traffic over the viaduct would 
pass the second floors of their 
hemes and would constitute a con- 
stant annoyance. Several speakers 
pcinted out that there had been 
only one serious accident at the 
crossing in five years, which oc- 
curred, they said, when wedding 
celebrators drove through the cross- 
ing gates. The property owners 
generally favored an underpass, 
while some said no grade separa- 
tion was needed. 

Former Circuit Judge A. B. Frey, 
representing the Paramount Shoe 
Co., said the company had in ex- 
cess of $100,000 invested in its fac- 
tory at 4164 Chippewa street. A 
viaduct would cut off natural light 
and otherwise interfere with the 
normal operation of the plant, Frey 
stated. The White Line Laundry, 
4150 Chippewa street, would also 
be affected. 

The proposed viaduct is one of 
six grade crossing elimination 
plans in St. Louis approved by the 
United States Bureau of Public 
Roads. A Federal grant covering 
the construction cost, estimated at 
from $250,000 to $300,000, has been 
approved, and the $100,000 needed 
for land and consequential dam- 
ages would be paid from municipal 
funds, eliminating all special taxes. 
Chippewa street is the city route 
of Highway 66. 

Alderman Charles O’Connor, 
chairman of the Streets Commit- 
tee, said he and his. associates 
would personally inspect the grade 
crossing before passing on the 
bill. It has been estimated that an 
underpass, carrying the street un- 
der the railroad tracks, would cost 
$200,000 more than a viaduct. 


EDWARD R. STETTINIUS JR.

Succeeds at 35 W. J. Filbert, Who

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—Edward

broker, attacked the law as a vio- 
lation of state’s rights and as em- 
bodying unwarranted delegation of 
power, in requesting review of a 
case which he lost in lower courts, 

Through counsel which included 
James M. Beck, former Solicitor- 
General, and Bainbridge Colby, Sec- 
retary of State under President 
Wilson, Jones said the act was an 
attempt “to create and invest in 
the national government new and 
virtually unlimited powers of reg- 
ulation over the minutest details 
of the business and affairs of men 
who issue, purchase and sell secur- 
ities.” 

History of the Case. 

Jones on May 4 filed with the 
commission plans for a $100,000 is- 
sue of certificates. The day before 
he was to offer these for sale he 
received a telegram from the com- 
mission asserting his application 
for registration contained “untrue 
statements” and “omitted to state 
material facts.” 

Jones was ordered to appear in 
Washington before the commission 
June 6 and 18, but his lawyer ap- 
peared instead and asked to with- 
draw the application. The commis- 
sion set a new hearing for June 27 
but Jones again refused to appear. 

Jones’ attorneys appealed to the 
second Federal Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals contending he could with- 
draw the application but the court 
held it could not pass on the dis 
pute because it was limited to re 
viewing final orders of the com- 
mission. The commission then filed 
action in the New York District 
Court where Jones’ lawyers chal- 
lenged the orders of the commis- 
sion and validity of the act. 

Law Upheld by Two Courts. 

The lower court found the law 
constitutional under the interstate 
commerce clause and the power to 
control the mails. This decision 
was upheld by the Circuit Court of 
Appeals Nov. 4. 

“To say the least,” the petition 

to the Supreme Court said, “it 
(the law) is a radical departure 
from what we have heretofore un- 
derstood to be a time-honored tra- 
dition. It is unquestionably an at- 
tempt of the national government 
to exercise powers heretofore uni- 
versally believed to have been re 
served to states.” 
Even if the highest court should 
find the act valid, Jones’ lawyers 
contended he should be permitted 
to withdraw his registration appli- 
cation without penalty.

Then the counter-revolution was 
organized and Castro led it througn 
a successful campaign, entering 
Caracas, the capital, in October, 
1899. Castro became dictator and 
Gomez held various civil and mili- 
tary positions for the next two 
years. In 1901 Castro was elected 
President and Gomez, Vice-Presi- 
dent. 

As head of the army, he _ sup- 
pressed all revolutions which broke 
out against Castro, but the latter's 
administration was not such as to 
quiet the country’s unrest. So, in 
1909, when Castro was in Germany 
undergoing an operation, Gomez 
decided to seize power for himself. 


His Seizure of Power. 


The story is that after he had 
made his decision, Gomez, who as 
Vice-President was the nominal 
head of the Government in the ab- 
sence of the President, strolled to 
the barracks in Caracas one winter 
morning and arrested Castro’s 
nephew, who had been left in charge 
of the capital’s military force. Then 
he went to the presidential man- 
sion, where he struck the first of- 
ficial who offered objection, After 
that, there was very little opposi- 
tion, and when Castro rushed back 
from Europe, he was not permitted 
to enter the country. 


Gomez’ first concern was to end 
revolution and permit the country 
to turn its energies to agriculture, 
cattle-raising and such industry as 
was suited to it. He issued his fa- 
mous “Causa Rehabilitadora,” a 
declaration of policy, and for 20 
years devoted himself to carrying 
out its aims. He crushed all politi- 
cal parties but his own, but allowed 
friends and enemies alike to come 
into its ranks. if they expressed loy- 
alty. 

The foreign debt amounted to 
about $30,000,000 when Gomez took 
office, and Castro’s adminigtration 
had repudiated it. Gomez reorgan- 
ized the country’s finances and 
eventually paid the entire external 
obligation, as well as most of the 
internal debt. This he did largely 
through the development of the 
country’s oil resources, making lib- 
eral laws to attract foreign invest- 
ment and at. the same time improv- 
ing the transportation facilities. 
Venezuela has no income tax and 
its people are said to pay the low- 
est property tax in the world. 


Great Highway Builder. 


One of Gomez’ greatest achieve- 
ment was the building of highways. 
In 1909 it took two days to go from 
Caracas to the seacoast. The ac- 
tual distance was only six miles, 
but the road wound over a moun- 
tain and was all but impassable in 
places. Now, by motor, the trip is 
made over a fine highway in 30 
minutes. Similarly, distant parts of 
the republic, which previously had 
little contact with the capital, were 
brought to within a few hours’ 
driving distance. 

Another of Gomez’ interests was 
cattle raising. The native Vene- 
zuelan cattle were unsuitable for 
commercial purposes, so he im- 
ported Holsteins from North Amer- 
ica and Europe and zebus from 
India, with which he improved the 
stock. On his ranch at Maracay, 
in the Aragua Valley, about 60 
miles from Caracas, he had large 
grazing tracts, in addition to his 
coffee and cotton fields. 

Gomez dominated life in Maracay 
like a paternal overlord. Its streets 
were filled with his soldiers and 
his farm workers, and in it he built 
cotton and woolen mills, theaters, 
stores and hotels. He came to be 
rated many times a millionaire, and 
sometimes there were grumblings 
about the thriving state of his in- 
dustries. 

Once the wives of 2000 or 3000 


political prisoners declared a boy- 
cott on his interests in Caracas and 
other leading cities and his meat 
shops and theaters were closed for 
months.

Gomez became the largest land- 
owner in the republic. He also 
held large blocks of stock in electric 
light and power enterprises. 


Some of his actions were de- 
nounced by political enemies. One 
was his sale to the nation of a vast 
tract of wild land in the Orinoco 
valley for 17,000,000 bolivars. It was 
charged that the lands cost him not 
more than 1,000,000 bolivars. Also 
there was murmuring when he 
transferred to the Government for 
5,000,000 bolivars a hotel property 
at Macuto, near La-Guaira, which 
his opponents said had always been 
run at a loss. 


There was criticism, too, cf the 
wholesale manner in which oppo- 
nents of the administration were 
imprisoned and of the measures 
taken to restrict freedom of the 
press. No publication was permitted 


‘to criticise adversely the acts of the 


Government and those who ven- 
tured to make speeches of that 
tenor were promptly jailed. 


But the human element in the 
man never failed to appeal to his 
people. Under a tree on one of 
the principal streets of Maracay, at 
his order, a buneh of bananas was 
hung every day. To the curious 
travelers’ question, the people 
would answer: “It is the banquet 
that President Gomez offers to the 
birds.” 


Gomez invariabiy 
morning at 4:30 o'clock. His entire 
household rose with him, After 
coffee, he usually spent the morn- 
ing in the saddle, riding about his 
rancno. He dealt directly with his 
foreman and farm hands, and oc- 
casionally was seen driving a farm 
tractor. He retired at 9 o’clock ev- 
ery night. 


In 1929 he sent for a famous 
French physician to spend a month 
with him. During that time, he 
was under constant medical obser- 
vation. The doctor, at the end of 
his visit, pronounced the General 
in excellent physical condition. 
When the doctor left, it is said he 
received a fee of $40,000 in gold. 


For about half of his period in 
power Gomez held the title of 
President. After his seizure of 
power in 1909 he was acclaimed 
President, and in 1910 he was elect- 
ed constitutional President. In 1913 
Castro made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to regain power, and Gomez 
took the field for a time at the head 
of his army. In 1915 he was re- 
elected President for a seven-year 
term, but. did not take office, re- 
maining at the head of the army 
and in actual authority with a pro-

MEXICO, D. F., Dec. 18. — The 
Federal Chamber of Deputies voted 
last night to appeal to 
President Plutarco Elias Calles to 
leave the country “because his 
presence is a motive for unrest and 
disorders.” (A Government censor- 
ship apparently prevented the 
sending of this information last 
night.) 

Several Deputies charged Calles 
was planning a revolution and was 
plotting to start a Fascist Govern- 
ment in Mexico. 

The Deputies demanded the ex- 
pulsion from Mexico of several 
prominent adherents of Calles. 
These Callistas resigned yesterday 
from the National Revolutionary 
party, headed by President Lazaro 
Cardenas, to join a new constitu- 
tional revolutionary army. 

The new group was being organ- 
ized by friends of Calles with Luis 
Leon, a former Caminet Minister, at 
their head. 

Both the Senate and the Cham- 
ber of Deputies voted confidence in 
President Cardenas and the steps 
he has taken to meet the political 
situation, upset by the return of 
Calles to Mexico from the United 
States. 

No attempt was made this morn- 
ing to censor telegrams to. the 
United States, but telegraph and 
telephone’ service to the interior 
was strictly supervised. 

One message which reached a 
newspaper through the censorship 
reported that the State Congress of 
Tlaxcala had acted to oust Gov. 
Adolfo Bonillas and all the Callista 
Deputies. 

Calles charged yesterday that 
four State Governors and five 
Senators were removed from office 
illegally “for the sole crime of be- 
ing considered friends of mine.” 

“This action,” said Calles in a 
Statement, “neither constitutes a 
crime nor a subversive act. It is 
necessary for the nation to know 
that Gen. Calles is not a conspira- 
tor and has not returned to pro- 
voke agitations of any kind.” 

He urged his former army com- 
rades, including President Car- 
denas, to declare he had “never 
urged them to abandon their 
duty.” 

The four Governors, heads of the 
States of Sonora, Sinaloa, Duran- 
go and Guanajuato, were accused 
by the Senate of having aided 
Calles in alleged seditious activi- 
ties. 

In another shift, Gen. Pedro Al- 
mada was returned to Mexico, D. 
F., from the Vera Cruz military 
zone, where Gen. Heriberto Jara 
Corona succeeded him in command.

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—A _ re- 
newed appeal for the United States 
to remonstrate against “persecution 
of religion by the Mexican Govern- 
ment” was made today in a second 
letter to President Roosevelt from 
the Knights of Columbus.

COMMITTEE TO CONSIDER 
EDUCATIONAL BROADCASTS 


Federal Board Wants it to Elimi- 
nate Controversy Between Ra- 
dio Industry and Educators.

JAPAN TO REJECT BRITAIN’S 
PLAN FOR NAVAL AGREEMENT 


Parley Expected to Recess Satur- 
day Until Jan. 5; Likely to 
Have Clean Slate.

LONDON, Dec. 18.—Great Brit- 


ain’s plan for a new naval agree- 
ment, it was understood today, will 
be rejected tomorrow by the Jap- 
anese delegation to the interna- 
tional naval conference. Other 
delegations were expected to ex- 
press their opinions on the proposal 
tomorrow or Friday. 

The British plan involves public 
declaration by each Naval Power 
of its building program for a pe- 
riod of about six years, and sug- 
gests that discussion of eventual 
equality of fleets should be dropped 
at the present conference. 

A recess in the sessions. until 
Jan. 5 instead of Jan. 2, was con- 
sidered likely as the result of pri- 
vate talks among United States and 
Italian delegates.

The relief situation in St. Louis, 
complicated by curtailment of Fed- 
eral funds and the presence of large 
families unable to earn the neces- 
saries. of life, has developed to the 
point where relief workers who are 
conscientious about their jobs feel 
compelled to protest on behalf of 
their clients. 

Civic and welfare groups are be- 
ing canvassed by a committee from 
the St. Louis Welfare Guild, which 
is composed of employes of social 
agencies below the rank of major 
executive, to enlist their support to 
urge that direct Federal relief be 
continued until the “slack” between 
those on relief and those on Federal 
jobs can be taken up. 

It is recognized, too, said Miss 
Alice Overton, president of the 
guild and a visitor for the St. Louis 
Relief Administration, that many 
of those on WPA projects should 
have supplementary relief. Contin- 
uance of direct relief, she added, 
was- regarded by the guild as a 
practical means of emphasizing the 
necessity of centralized planning of 
social security legislation designed 
ultimately to eliminate the neces- 
sity for relief. 

The guild turned from “a polite 
discussion group” to a direct-action 
organization when its members 
found themselves swamped with re- 
quests which they desired to grant, 
but were unable to meet, and saw 
conditions in their daily work 
which brought home to them the 
tragedies resulting from inadequate 
relief. 

Aid of Clergy Enlisted. 


Cognizance of unemployment re- 
lief here was taken last week in a 
report by the Church Federation’s 
Social Service Commission, which 
described relief as “woefully inade- 
quate and in many instances almost 
debasing.” 

Clergymen of the city have re- 
ceived copies of the survey with the 
request that they aid in arousing 
the social consciousness of the com- 
munity so that the problem may be 
faced realistically. The commission 
expressed the belief that citizens 
generally “should be alarmed and 
vocal about this situation.” 

A few days later the welfare 
guild indorsed the commission’s 
findings and warned that unless 
funds were made available at once 
for supplementary assistance to 
families on relief and on WPA as- 
signments the results would be 
marked by “actual physical suffer- 
ing.” 

Curtailment of Federal _ relief 
funds, a survey of the situation 
here indicated, had not only dras- 
tically reduced the staff of social 
workers, but had so increased the 
“case load” per worker so as to 
make it virtually impossible to pay 
more than perfunctory attention to 
clients—and at the same time at- 
tempt to tackle a mass of “paper 
work,” ranging from routine re- 
ports to Federal questionnaires on 
special subjects. 

Wage-Earners Seek Relief. 

Not only has the work relief pro- 
gram thus far failed to absorb re- 
lief clients but many of those on 
on WPA projects have complained 


that additional aid would be nec- 
essary to enable them to support 
large families on the Federal 
monthly wage of $55. The WPA 
worker with a large family, it was 
pointed out, is in a needier condi- 
tion today than when he was on 
direct relief rolls. 

It has been estimated that 17,000 
of 40,000 families on relief rolls 
here would remain on the relief 
rolis even after the work project 
ranks have been filled. Relief work- 
ers now, faced with irregular State 
and city allotments, are experienc- 
ing difficulty in charting budgets 
for their clients, are reduced to 
giving them as much ag they can 
even in cases when the assistance 
given is obviously inadequate. 

With the reduction of the relief 
administration staff, due to the 
curtailment of Federal funds, has 
come a corresponding increase in 
the “case load” per visitor. The av- 
erage visitor, ig has been estimated, 
is now supposed to care for about 
175 families, minister to their needs, 
investigate their background, inter- 
view them regularly—an obviously 
impossible task. Two years ago, 
when the staff was more than twice 
its present size of 500, the average 
visitor was able to serve about 70 
families efficiently. 

The “paper work” of the typical 
visitor represents a job in itself. 
Not only are detailed family 
budgets supposed <o be studied and 
prepared but the schedule calls for 
filling out requests for orders, pre- 
paring such reports as detailed case 
histories for clinics when clients are 
sent to them for treatment. 


To this routine “paper work” has 
been added frequent special re- 
quests by various Federal bureaus 
for data on a multiplicity of sub- 
jects including information on 
“work classifications,” requiring the 
relief worker to obtain such infor- 
mation as the day, month and year 
of a client’s last employment. 

Time snatched from the obliga- 
tory fulfilling of such red tape re- 
quirements is used to interview the 
families on relief, most of whom 
come to the relief stations now that 
it is physically impossible for the 
relief workers to visit many homes. 
It was announced yesterday that 
nine of the 15 district relief offices 
would be closed by Jan. 1. 

Not only is relief extended today 
on a basis of insufficient income 
rather than the estimated needs of 
those on relief, as formerly, but it 
has become necessary to refuse 
many applicants to whom aid would 
ordinarily be extended. 

“No Joke to Have to Say ‘No.’” 

“It’s no joke to have to say ‘no’ 
all day,” said Miss Overton, refer- 
ring to her own experiences, “when 
the answer should be yes. It is 
hard to be compelled to refuse per- 
fectly reasonable requests.” 

The guild, she said\ which has an 
enrollment of about 250 relief 
workers and‘a “working member- 
ship” of about 100, recognizes the 
“impossibility of giving efficient 
service under present conditions,” is 
aware that personal contact with 
clients have become so superficial

INEW LINER ORDERED 


T0 REPLACE LEVIATHAN 


U. S. Lines Finally Complies 
With Agreement Whereby 
Big Boat Was Laid Up.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—After 
nearly three months of delay the 
Department of 
nounced yesterday that the United 
States Lines Co., of which Vincent 
Astor, President Roosevelt’s close 
friend, is head, has complied with 
the terms of the deal whereby 
America’s only superliner, the 
Leviathan, was laid up. 
The deadline for the signing of 
a contract for a boat of the Man- 
hattan-Washington type to replace 
the Leviathan was Monday. The 
deadline date has several times 
been advanced by Secretary of 
Commerce Roper, the last time 
when the company reported that it 
had asked four shipbuilding firms 
to submit bids but no bids were 
submitted. 
The cost of the new vessel, ac- 
cording to an announcement. made 
by Roper, is stated in the contract 
as $11,900,000. This is “subject, 
however, to certain adjustments 
and also to a number of changes 
which have not yet been fully de- 
fined,” Roper said. Construction 
is conditional on the Government 
advancing three-fourths of the cost 
of the vessel in the form of a “con- 
struction loan.” 
The United States Lines has high- 
ly profitable mail contracts with 
the Postoffice Department. 
The original contract for opera- 
tion of the Leviathan, Manhattan, 
Washington and other American 
passenger vessels made a generous 
allowance to the United States Lines 
for losses it was assumed would be 
sustained in operation of the Le 
viathan. Its operation was speci- 
fied by the Government for the 
supposed prestige value it would 
lend to the American merchant ma- 
rine. The supplementary contract 
for laying up the Leviathan speci- 
fied construction of a boat to re 
place it on penalty of forfeiting 
$1,000,000. 

The deal for laying up the Le 
viathan was entered into by the 
Government and the United States 
Lines on March 18, 1935, but it was 
not made public at that time. The 
contract was attacked by Ewing Y. 
Mitchell, then Assistant Secretary, 
of Commerce, who charged it was, 
in effect, a subsidy to the shipping 


company. Mitchell was subsequent- 
ly ousted from the department 
when he refused to resign. The 
deal was also attacked by Comp- 
troller-General McCarl, who had 
been asked by South Trimble, so- 
licitor of the Department of Com- 
merce, to approve it. 

News of the contract for the new 
liner was first given out at New- 


port News, Va., where the Newport 
News Shipbuilding & Drydock Co, 
has its yards. It was not until late 
Monday that Department of Com- 
merce officials would confirm it.

AN IMPOSSIBLE PEACE PLAN. 
An unprecedented storm of protest and indignation 
has been roused over the world by jae Anglo-French 
“deal” for peace between Italy and Ethiopia. It now 
seems possible that the League Council will reject or 


| drastically modify the scheme at the session sched- 
| uled for today. 


No matter if the peace plan is now abandoned, 
heavy damage already has been done to the League, 
to hopes of successful collective action for peace 
now or in the future, to the honor and prestige of the 
governments responsible for the program. At the 
same time, Italy, though branded as the aggressor 
nation, has taken fresh hope of success in her plan 
of conquest, and just at a time when reverses in 
Ethiopia and the pressure of sanctions were begin- 
ning to have telling effect. 

Not only the reversal of policy but the scope of the 
peace plan has aroused condemnation. Under it, 
Italy is to cede to Ethiopia 3000 square miles of 
desert, to provide an outlet to the Red Sea, and is to 
receive title to 60,000 square miles of Ethiopian ter- 
ritory (much of it still unconquered), and the right 
to develop 160,000 additional square miles without 
interference. The total is more than twice the area 
of Italy proper. The deal represents an increase in 
the concessions suggested while the League Powers 
were trying to prevent Italy’s making war: about 
four times the territory offered in August, about 10 
times that offered in September. Now, Italy has 
made war, has been branded an aggressor—and is 
offered half of Ethiopia as a “peace plan.” The futil- 
ity of the procedure is apparent in Mussolini’s re- 
ported demands for still better terms. 

It is said, of course, that this is merely a tenta- 
tive proposal as a basis for bargaining. It is reit- 
erated that the League and Haile Selassie must de- 
cide what plan is to be adopted. As against such 
protestations is the message sent a week ago by the 
British Foreign Secretary to the British Minister to 
Ethiopia, directing him to use his “utmost influ- 
ence” to have Haile Selassie consider the proposals 
favorably, “and on no account lightly to reject them.” 
A message identical in tenor was sent to Addis Ababa 
about the concession granted to Promoter Rickett 
several months ago. Haile Selassie promptly can- 
celed the concession, but seems disinclined this time 
to accept the advice of his British friends. 

The matter of good faith with the voters is agi- 
tating the British public. Thousands of messages 
are being received by Government officials protest- 
ing against this departure from the platform on 
which the Conservative party won the election last 
month. This will be one of the most embarrassing 
points that Premier Baldwin will have to explain in 
his statement of policy. Without a convincing ex- 
planation, the Government will stand convicted of 
double-dealing, and will confirm such doubters of 
its sincerity as Lloyd George, who predicted, in an 
article published in the Post-Dispatch Nov. 10: 


If the Government’s majority after the election 
proves to be sufficiently large and docile, it may — 
be anticipated that Italy will experience little 
further trouble from Britain or the League in 
her pursuit of her Ethiopian ambitions. 


If it is fear of war that has brought the reversal 
of policy, this is a development that should have 
been foreseen and carefully weighed before the use 
of League pressure was decided upon. Mr. Lippmann, 
in his article today, says this advance and retreat, 
“because it raised hopes and then dashed them, may 
prove to have done great damage to the cause of 
peace in Europe.” The greater damage to peace 
comes, of course, not from the use of sanctions, but 
from the indorsement given to aggression. 

It would perhaps have been better for the nations 
never to have attempted sanctions than for the ef- 
fort to have been half-heartedly indertaken, and then 
abandoned for a piece of opportunism along the line 
of the old discredited power diplomacy. Defend- 
ers of the plan may point out that the sanctions ef- 
forts had failed. As a matter of fact, they had never 
been fully applied. The trepidation aroused in Italy 
by the threat to impose oil sanctions indicated what 
force such an embargo would have exerted. 

The precedents involved by adoption of such a deal 
as is now under consideration are perilous in the 
extreme. For a potential aggressor, they mean that 
a sufficiently bold front will carry the day and le- 
galize conquest. For the smaller nations, they mean 
that the League is not to be depended upon to pre- 
serve their sovereignty; that only by becoming sat- 
ellites of larger Powers or by arming heavily is safety 
to be found. To the world at large, they mean the 
breakdown of what had promised to be a beginning 
of collective security, and a return to the old di- 
plomacy of force. 

The League faces a momentous decision in consid- 
ering the plan. Its acceptance means another body 


fusal and continuance of the previous policies may 
mean a prolonged and dangerous struggle, now that 
they have been undermined by issuance of the plan 
for dismembering Ethiopia. Ethiopia remains firm- 
ly committed to refusal, and perhaps this will inspire 
the other League nations to a fresh stand against ag- 
gression, and to salvage whatever they can from the 
wreckage of pledges and principles left after the 
“peace plan” was hurled into the situation. 
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THE COUNTY COURT APPOINTS A COMMITTEE. 
In all apparent seriousness, the St. Louis County 
Court has appointed a committee of five citizens to 
draft legislation to “take the County Hospital out of 
politics.” This is the same County Court which has 
plunged the hospital into politics and which has in- 
sisted, Judge Tighe dissenting, upon keeping it there. 
If the County Court wants to remove the blight 
of politics from the hospital, there is no need to wait 
upon the possible action of a legislative session which 
does not begin until January, 1937, more than a year 
from now. It can be done by the court’s removal of 
its appointee, Dr. Edwin L, Sheahan, and by placing 
the hospital under control of an administrator free 
of political influences. 
When Dr. Sheahan was suspended last spring, fol- 
lowing a grand jury report that the hospital had be- 
come “a menace to public health and safety,” the 
County Court was free to appoint a highly-qualified 
non-political superintendent. It went so far as to ask 
a committee of citizens to suggest such a man, The 
committee, believing professional judgment was ad- 
visable, asked three eminent persons in the medical 
field to undertake the task. They did so and, after 
due deliberation, named Dr. Curtis D. Lohr, formerly 
superintendent of St. Louis hospitals. 

To the amazement of the public, Judges Thatcher 
and Wohlschlaeger of the County Court declined to 
name Dr, Lohr and reappointed Dr. Sheahan instead.

New legislation providing, for-example, for a sepa- 
rate hospital tax, may be desirable; but, in the long 
interim between now and the next session of the 
Legislature, no new law is needed to run the hospital 
along non-political lines. 
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A CONFERENCE TO SAVE LIVES. 

Some 200 men and women, representing various 
organizations and fields, are meeting in Washington 
today to plan a course for reducing needless deaths 
and injuries in the United States. They will consti- 
tute the first safety conference, called by Secretary 
of Commerce Roper at the suggestion of President 
Roosevelt, to consider the annual toll of accidents, 
and to seek methods for abating it. 

The motor car is the matter of first concern. It ac- 
counted for about 35,000 deaths last year, and around 
1,000,000 cases of injury. There are other sources of 
accidental death, less in the public eye. In home 
accidents, it is estimated, 34,500 persons were killed 
last year; in occupational accidents, 16,500; in public 
accidents, not due to traffic, 17,500 more. Many of 
these, like traffic accidents, were preventable. Better 
safety devices in industry, more caution in the home 
with poisons in the medicine cabinet, with defective 
stepladders, with loose screens, would reduce the 
toll of tragedies. 

Secretary Roper, discussing the matter in a New 
York Times article, says: “It is almost inconceiv- 
able that a situation could exist where so many lives 
were being lost, so little information about the real 
causes of these fatalities being gained and so little 
concerted national effort being made to prevent these 
tragic deaths and injuries.” He is emphatic in as- 
serting that no Federal bureau or agency is contem- 
plated in this field. It is the plan, rather, for the 
conference to act as a clearing house for safety 
groups in the various fields and as a stimulus for 
co-ordination of efforts. 

Safety education and accident prevention are a 
matter primarily for individuals, for households, for 
employers, for cities and for states, with the Federal 
Government retaining its present supervision in the 
fields of steamship, railroad, aviation and mine safety. 
There are many organizations—Red Cross, Boy and 
Girl Scouts, automobile clubs, fire and police de- 
partments, insurance men and safety groups—whose 
co-operation may be counted upon. 

A waste of human lives is being attacked on what 
it is hoped will be an organized, nation-wide front. 
Any decrease in these needless tragedies will justify 
the conference's effort. 
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INDIANA REDUCES TAX DELINQUENCY. 

Tax officials of Indiana have announced that ap- 
proximately 99 per cent of that State’s property tax 
levy of $91,500,000 will be collected this year. This 
means that in Indiana this year’s delinquency will 
be only about 1 per cent of the total levy, whereas 
in past years the amount of delinquency has stood 
as high as $12,000,000, or up to 14 per cent in terms 
of the current levy, Two factors are said to be re- 
sponsible. One is an increase in the income of prop- 
erty owners. The other is a reduction in the tax 
rate. We would not discount the importance of the 
first, but it would be a mistake not to take suffi- 
cient notice of the second. For what Indiana did was 
to make up its mind that it - would be better to have a 
lower property tax rate and a higher percentage of 
paid-up property owners than to retain the old rate 
and the old high proportion of delinquency. This 
conclusion is sound. Few things are civically so 
demoralizing as long lists of holders of tax-delin- 
quent property. Indiana’s course in this matter will 
bear investigation by other states. 
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THOSE HALCYON HOOVER DAYS. 

From the first part of Mr. Hoover’s speech Mon- 
day night we ought to realize what a terrible mis- 
take the country made when it defeated him in No- 
vember, 1932. Why did we do it? All was then as 
merry as a wedding bell. There had been a jar in 
the preceding summer, but it had passed, and “every 
commercial country in the world, including the Unit- 
ed States, surged forward. Prices rose, employment 
increased, the whole agricultural, financial amd busi- 
ness structure grew in strength.” Those are Mr. 
Hoover’s very words. 

Was the country coming back? Really, from Mr. 
Hoover’s manner of telling it, the country had never 
been away. 

Somehow, a lot of people had a different notion. 
The people, for instance, who had been out of work 
for a year or two, or even longer. Oh, they had 
heard, and remembered, about the two cars in every 
garage, but they just didn’t believe it. What of the 
chicken in every pot? They couldn’t find the foot- 
print of a jackrabbit in the pot. 

There was the fellow, too, who was addressing us 
all fraternally with “Brother, can you spare a dime?” 
One met him in every block. Did that chap suspect 
we were “surging forward’’? 

There were a good many folks on part-time jobs, 
and practically everybody, from the boss to the of- 
fice boy, on part-time wages, and it simply never 
occurred to them that here was a land of milk and 
honey. 

Any bank one entered, big or little, had the gay 
esprit of a morgue. 

Clerks stood behind the counters of the shops and 
discussed Euripides and Lucretius, and their cultural 
mornings and afternoons were rarely interrupted by 
the raucous voice of trade. The customer had pretty 
well quit shopping. 

Oh, yes; the motor manufacturers had all but re- 
tired from the business of making cars.

The true character of the “experiment” 
was disclosed two months ago when, hav- 
ing solemnly judged Italy to be the aggres- 
sor, having concentrated the British fleet in 
the Mediterranean, they then adopted sanc- 
tions which, harassed Italy, which in the 
long run may exhaust Italy, but which did 
ngt stop the Italian war of conquest. There 
was Italy with a line of sea communciations 
presumably controlled by the British fleet, 
permitted to continue the transport of troops 
and supplies for a war that had been legally 
outlawed. 

It was a strange spectacle. It was as if 
the police stationed at the entrance to an 
apartment house and in charge of the eleva- 
tors continued to salute and transport the 
burglars to the apartmen: they had been con- 
victed of trying to rob, while the burglars 
continued to batter down the doors.

It is only when we fully understand this 
strange situation that we can hope to begin 
to understand the curious maneuvers, of 
which the Hoare-Laval proposal is not the 
first nor in all likelihood the last. 

The explanation of this strange situation is 
not known in America, and we can at best 
only guess what it is. But certain elemen- 
tary facts do stand out clearly enough. The 
first is the evident fact that France, watch- 
ing the rearmament of Germany, has been 
wholly unwilling to regard the Italian ag- 
gression against Ethiopia as remotely of the 
same importance as a German aggression in 
Central Europe. 

France has been unwilling, therefore, to 
make an irreconcilable enemy of Italy, to 
destroy Italy, upon whom she depends for 
the defense of Austria, or to let Italy and 
Britain become embroiled in a war which 
would weaken both her allies profoundly, and 
leave her alone when the German dictator- 
ship does what all such dictatorships must 
eventually do. 

Rightly or wrongly, but surely with natur- 
al human prudence, the French have not 
thought that the integrity of the Ethiopian 
Empire was comparable in importance with 
the integrity of Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, the 
Baltic states and Central Europe generally. 
France has done what all great Powers do: 
she has been unwilling to risk everything 
where her vital interests were not at stake. 

As for the British, though on the map and 
in theory the Italian ambitions look like a 
threat at the life line of the Empire, in fact

there must have been many obvious reasons 
for not challenging Mussolini outright at this 
moment. For one thing, it seems clear that 
the British navy alone has no overwhelm- 
ing superiority in the Mediterranean, that 
while it could defeat the Italian navy, the 
victory might be very costly. What with 
France a doubtful ally, what with Malta a 
hostage in Mussolini’s hands, the cost of de- 
feating Mussolini might well mean such 
losses as to cripple the British position at 
sea. It was a risk not to be taken lightly. 

The British may well have felt the geo- 
graphy and climate of Ethiopia, the finan- 
cial weakness of the Italian state, would in 
the end prevent Mussolini from carrying his 
imperial ambitions far enough to threaten 
seriously the British Empire. Moreover, 
they, too, knew the danger of turning Mus- 
solini into an enemy or of destroying him 
as one of the pillars, fragile though.it be, of 
the status quo in Central Europe. 

In short, like the French, the British could 
not look upon the immediate stopping of the 
Ethiopian war as a vital national interest.

The next thing to be realized is that for 


, Mussolini and Italian Fascism, the Ethiopian 


war has become a supreme interest. It may 
not be Italy's interest, but it is certainly 
Mussolini’s: if he is disastrously beaten, he 
is certain to fall, and if he falls, the Fascists 
know that the Italians they have humiliated 
and injured will not deal tenderly with 
them. There is probably not a village in 
Italy where men are not brooding upon their 
wrongs and waiting for revenge. 

Therefore, Mussolini’s threats that he will 
not submit are not to be regarded as bluff. 
Mussolini will go on till he has the appear- 
ance of a victory, or he is ruined. A man 
as desperately placed as he is not to be 
bluffed, and we may be r.asonably sure that 
Laval, Baldwin and Hoare know it. 

The notion that Mussolini would or could 
retire from Ethiopia under the moral press- 
ure of the League or because his people at 
home were made to suffer through mild 
sanctions has been based on a wholly unreal 
estimate of dictatorship and its character. 
From the beginning, it has been a question 
of compromising with him or crushing him. 
There never has been any way of winning 
a bloodless and inexpensive victory for the 
League at his expense.

This should have been evident to the 
League from the start. It should have been 
evident to the British Government. For 
some reason or Other, it was not. As a re- 
sult, the League took a line on which it is 
impossible to stop half-way. Either it had 
to make sanctions effective, and that meant 
risking a European war, or it had to retreat 
from its pronouncements and try to com- 
promise. Mussolini is at once strong enough 
and desperate enough to present this very 
dangerous alternative.

RFC TO BUY GREAT NORTHERN 
BONDS IF RATE IS CUT 104 PCT, 


Jesse Jones Says 5 Pct. Is Too Much 
| Interest on $100,000,000 
Issue. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Term- 
ing 5 per cent too high an interest 
rate, Chairman Jesse H. Jones, said 
today the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation would buy bonds of a 
new 10-year $100,000,000 issue by the 
Great Northern Railroad if the rate 
were cut to 4 per cent. 

Jones said the RFC stand did 
not constitute “compulsion” to save 
the interest rate, adding “we are 
just trying to help the railroad get 
its money at a fair rate.” 

At his press conference, Jones 
made public a lciter to W. P. Ken- 
ney, president cf the road, in which 
he discussed a proposal of the road’s 
bankers to underwrite the $100,000,- 
000 issue for 1 per cent of the total 
principle, plus an additional 1 per 
cent of the amount of bonds pur- 


chased by the underwriters. 


He said the bonds, under this ar- 
rangement, would bear 5 per cent 
interest maturing in 10 years, and 
would be convertible into stock— 
one-half of each bond at $40 per 
share for the stock, and one-half at 
$75 per share.

CONGRESSMAN HENNINGS 
FOR MANDATORY NEUTRALITY 


Wants Program Free From “Glar- 
ing Deficiencies” of the 
Present Law. 


A program of mandatory neu- 
trality, free from “the glaring de- 
ficiencies” of the present law, was 


advocated yesterday by Congress- 
man Thomas C. Hennings Jr., in an 
address before the League of 
Women Voters at the Kings-Way 
Hotel. 

Hennings said he had concluded 
from investigations by the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, of 
which he is a member, that the 
policy of “business as usual” led 
the United States into the World 
War, when the country “com- 
placently relied on our geographical 
isolation and the precepts of ‘in- 
ternational law.’” 

Declaring that “it is impossible 
to finance, and do business with, 
one side of a war and remain neu- 
tral,” he insisted that absolute neu- 
trality must involve the sacrifice 
of temporary profits to be gained 
in the trade of munitions, money 
and commodities with belligerent 
nations or with neutral countries 
acting as middlemen in the ex- 
change.

MISSOURI RELICE 
EXPENDITURE FOR 
YEAR $30,000,000 


Sum Is Amount Provided 
by State and Federal 
Governments, Exclusive 


of Local Funds in 1935. 


By the Associated Press, 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 18. — 
Remedies to help solve one of Mis- 
souri’'s biggest problems, that of 


providing for nearly a sixth of the 
State’s population on the _ relief 
rolls, were varied and of far-reach- 
ing proportions during the year just 
drawing to a close. 

Exciusive of funds raised local- 
ly, the State and Federal Govern- 
ments have spent close to $50,000,000 
during the last 12 months in car- 
ing for approximately 600,000 de- 
pression-hit men, women and chil- 
) dren. 

Shifting of the load from direct 
relief to the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration, under the direction of 
Matthew S. Murray of Kansas City 
unquestionably was the biggest 
change in the relief situation. 

Set up in mid-summer, the WPA 
launched into its gigantic task of 
finding employment for able-bodied 
men and women, and by the end of 
November had put approximately 
77,000 persons to work on projects 
throughout the State. 

As the year ends, Murray expects 
to have some 80,000 at work—build- 
ing roads, renovating schoolhouses 
and other public buildings, or at 
some other task to receive the New 
Deal’s security wage. 

Wallace Crossley, who for nearly 
three years has administered the 
direct relief program in Missouri, 
estimates that about 40,000 Mis- 
sourians able to work, exclusive of 
the WPA employes, will remain on 
the relief rolls at the close of the 
year. 

The responsibility, however, of 
caring fo rnearly 25,000 persons 
classified as “unemployables,” un- 
der a recent order, will be shifted 
Jan. 1 from the State to the coun- 
ties. 

Allocated approximately $21,000,- 
000 by the Federal Relief Adminis- 
tration, Murray’s organization is 
now paying its workers more than 
$3,000,000 a month to keep them off 
the relief rolls. 

The hope of the WPA, as ex- 
pressed by those in charge, is that 
its workers may drift back into pri- 
vate industries and occupations as 
its program diminishes in the fu- 
ture. 

Murray estimates, with its pres- 
ent apportionment of funds, that 
the WPA can continue only until 
next March, but between now and 
then Congress may authorize the 
Federal administration to extend 
the program perhaps to the end of 
the year. 

Originally, Murray’s organization 
was allocated $56,000,000, but this 
fund was subsequently cut to $21,- 
000,000. In addition, however, more 
than $12,000,000 was provided the 
State for highway and grade sepa- 
ration construction and millions 
more granted for the CCC camp 
program and river work. 

Crossley’s State Relief Commis- 
sion has been the big spender for 
the year, however. Receiving Fed- 
eral grants totaling $4,711,975 in 
January, and genera] reduced allot- 
ments during the succeeding 
months, his organization expended 
$32,322,259 in Federal funds. 

After being threatened with the 
withdrawal of Federal funds sev- 
eral times, the State Legislature 
last spring appropriated $6,000,000 
as its share for help supporting the 
unemployed and needy. If the ex- 
pected $500,000 in State funds is re- 
leased this month, State expendi- 
tures for relief this year will total 
$4,792,000. 

Under the FERA program, the 
final Federal grant was made 
shortly before Dec. 1, and after this 
is spent, the Relief Commission will 
have but $500,000 a month until next 
April, when the State funds appro- 
priated for relief will probably be 
exhausted. 

In the infancy of 1935, there were 
slightly more than 170,000 Missouri 
families and individuals, including 
feed subsistence cases, on the relief 
rolls, By June this number had been 
cut to 138,000 cases. With the ap- 
proaching of winter, however, the 
number of casts, both under the 
WPA and the Relief Commission, 
has increased to about 145,000. 

The relief commission, for the 
year, has received from the Fed- 
eral Government $25,825,000 for 
general relief, $1,707,500 for the 
transient program, $223,350 for 
student air, $2.250.000 for drouth 
relief, $512,000 for emergency adult 
education, $1,224,000 for rural re- 
habilitation, $115,000 for beef proc- 
essing,, $47,917 for camps for un- 
employed girls, $150,000 for WPA 
emergency, $193,900 in co-operative 
grants and $73,592 for relief re- 
search. 

The Works Progress Administra- 
tion probably will expend in the 
neighborhood of $8,000,000 during 
1935. 

In addition, to the general shift- 

ing of the relief load to the WPA, 
other outstanding changes during 
the year have been the liquidation 
of the transient camp program, the 
setting up of the National Youth 
Administration to administer the 
Student air, and the transferring 
of the rural rehabilitation admin- 
istration to the resettlement ad- 
ministration at Columbia. 
The future of the relief program 
in Missouri depends primarily on 
the unformulated policiees of the 
national relief administration, 
whether the relief program will be 
as big a task in 1936 as it was dur- 
ing the year drawing to a close re- 
mains to be seen.

Net outstanding loans to banks 
and trust companies, including re- 
ceivers, at the end of November 
had dropped to $387,000,000 from 
$626,000,000 at the end of 1934. 

Insurance companies, building 
and loan associations and mortgage 


companies also have reduced their 
debts to the corporation steadily. 
Railroads have been an exception, 
although the recent repayment of 
$15,600,000 by the New York Cen- 
tral cut the total for that group 
from the 1935 peak. 

The RFC’s holdings of $900,000,- 
000 in preferred stock, capital notes 
and debentures of banks and trust

heir QUARREL Is ON-STAGE ONLY 


Helen Menken and Judith Anderson Deny Rumors and Talk Shop 


By Virginia Irwin 


URROUNDED by her two pet 
S daschunds, “Michlos” and “Goo- 

ney,” several enormous bouquets 
of chrysanthemums, and a volume 
of Marcel Proust, Judith Anderson, 
star of “The Old Maid,” vigorously 
denied the rumor that the on-stage 
antagonism between her and Helen 
Menken who carries the title role 
in the play, has influenced their 
relations in private life. 

“Nothing could be more ridicu- 
lous,” laughed Miss Anderson. “And 
yet the idea persists. Once, after 
a Sunday’s rest, we were met at 
the train by a battery of reporters. 
Their sly way of putting that ques- 
tion was to inquire what we had 
done all day Sunday. And they 
were very evidently disappointed 
when we told them that we had 
gone to a movie together, then had 
dinner, and later gone to Miss Men- 
ken’s apartment where she sham- 
pooed and arranged my hair.” 

And with that she dismissed the 
idea, and talked of other things— 
her favorite role, motion pictures, 
the 12,940-mile road tour of the 
“Old Maid” and her “Michlos” and 
“Gooney.” 

Miss Anderson's favorite role is 
that of “The Woman” in “Come of 
Age,” the Clemence Dane play that 
folded after only a four-weeks’ run 
in New York. She hopes to revive 
it in London this spring after the 
present road tour is ended. 

“I have a positive passion for 
the play,” said Miss Anderson, 
speaking of “Come of Age.” “I 
loved it for its beauty, but we 
opened with brutal notices and al- 
though some of the finest minds in 
the country saw it 18 times during 
its four-weeks’ run, it lacked ap- 
peal to the masses, and so it died. 
Such people as Fannie Hurst, and 
Jascha Heifetz, quite openly press- 
agented it, in the hope of keeping 
it open. Their efforts were futile, 
but my part in that play remains 
for me a grand and complete ex- 
perience in the theater. It had all 
the ABC’s of emotion and being set 
to music also heightened its appeal 
for me. I am music mad.” 

Miss Anderson found only disap- 
pointment in picture work. “There 
is no fun in making pictures,” she 
said, grimacing. “I simply cannot 
snap into a love scene at 9:05 and 
then do a comedy scene at 9:40, 
knowing that in the finished prod- 
uct the comedy scene will be first 
and the love scene at the end of 
the picture. In the theater you 
build a character as the play pro- 
gresses and when it is over you 
have finished tlie cycle of emotions 
with the audience. In the movies, 
everything is done piecemeal, and 
then put together; there is no fun 
in that, or in controlling emotion 
for the camera and sound effects, 
whereas in the theater there is a 
complete, definite satisfaction in 
making a character take shape as 
the play moves from act to act.” 

Road tours are not new to Ju- 
dith Anderson—her first was with 
William Gillette in “Dear Brutus” 
15 years ago—but the present 12,- 
940-mile tour is the most extensive. 
When it is over in May, the com- 
pany will have covered 31 states 
and played in 80 cities and towns, 
many of them one-night stands. 
Miss Anderson finds small-town 
audiences very appreciative. 

Born in South Australia, Judith 
Anderson’s first appearance was the 
Theater Royal in Sydney as “Ste- 
phanie” in “Royal Divorce.” In 1918 
she came to New York and started 
in stock. In 1920 she toured in 
“Dear Brutus” and followed that 
with “On the Stairs’: “Crooked 
Square,” and “Peter Weston.” Her 


first substantial success came with

the part of Elise Van Zile in “Co- 
bra,” followed by “The Dove.” She 
spent 1927 in Australia, doing “Co- 
bra,” “Tea for Three” and the part 
of Iris March in “The Green 
Hat.” She succeeded Lynn Fon- 
tanne as Nina Leeds in “Strange 
Interlude” and after “As You De- 
sire Me,” tock the part of Lavinia 
Mannon in the O'Neill _ trilogy 
“Mourning Becomes Electra,” in 
which she was last seen here at the 
American Theater. “Firebird” is the 
last play she cares to mention—“it 
was followed by a bad play and an- 
other very bad play”—and it was in 
“Firebird” that-she acquired “Mich- 
los” and “Gonney,” the two fat, 
black dascnunds, who have since 
traveled with her and sleep under 
any convenient radiator while she 
is on the stage. 

Miss Anderson prefers not to talk 
about her role in “Old Maid.” 
She thinks it best not to let an 
audience know how an actress feels 
about a role she is playing. She 
would like the public to know, how- 
ever, that she does not want to play 
“sinuous ladies, as they seem to 


think.” 
[J xen has no favorite role over 
which she can exult. 

“That is yet to come,” said Miss 
Menken in an interview within the 
same hour, “I am always praying 
that I will get a part, of which 1 
can say, “This is my favorite role.’

A soft-spoken, intensely human 
person, Helen Menken talks little 
of herself. Her bright, dark-brown 
eyes snapped as she talked of wom- 
en of today and women of 100 
years ago as portrayed in “The Old 
Maid.” 


“Fundamentally, women have not 
changed,” said Miss Menken, “but 
thank goodness, times have. A hun- 
dred years ago if a woman made 
an emotional slip, her life was 
over. From the day of her mis- 
fortune until the day she died, all 
she could expect was to exist. No 
woman wants to have anything to 
conceal; but today, even if she has 
made an emotional slip, she can 
confess her misfortune to the man 
she loves and, because men are no 
longer the smug creatures’ they 
were 100 years ago, she stands a 
good chance of being forgiven. Men 
have grown more tolerant. There 
has always been a tolerancy among 
women, a sympathy for the unfor- 
tunate, unless the situation touches 
home, as is the case of the two 
cousins in “The Old Maid.” 


Miss Menken’s first stage ap- 
pearance was at the age of 4 as one 
of the fairies in “Midsummer 
Night’s Dream.”. When she was 6 
she appeared with De Wolf Hopper 
in the “Pied Piper of Hamelin,” 
and at the age of 7 with Eddie Foy 
in “Mr. Hamlet of Broadway.” She 
remembers playing in St. Louis in 
| Cals production and remembers 
“staying in some boarding house 
where the food was grand.” \“Major 
Pendennis,” with John Drew, and 
“Parlour, Bedroom and Bath” pre- 
ceded her big hit as “Miss Fair- 
child” in the “Three Wise Fools” 
in 1918. She spent one year on the 
London stage, which, she says, has 
taught her that “the United States 
is a grand country to work in.” 


“In England,” she laughed, “you 
are either something or nothing.

After the London engagement,

Serve with heated salt | 
crackers which have a topping of | 
grated cheese and a dash of cay- 
enne. 

Roast Suckling Pig. | 

Have a four or five weeks’ old | 
suckling pig prepared at the mar- | 
ket for roasting. Wash well and | 
dry thoroughly and fill with the 
following stuffing: 

One cup of ground cooked ham. | 

Two cups of dry boiled rice. 

Two cups of canned tomatoes. | 

One cup broth. | 

One-half cup finely minced cel- | 
ery. | 

One small grated onion. 

Simmer the celery and onion in. 
the broth for five minutes. Add the | 
tomatoes and cooked rice and bring | 
to a boil, then add the ground ham. | 
If too moist cook a few minutes | 
longer. Season with salt, pepper, | 
paprika and a little Worcestershire | 
sauce. 

Truss the pig, salt and pepper and | 
brush with melted butter, then 
lightly dust with flour. Wrap the 
ears with greased paper and place 
a wedge in the mouth. Place in 
oven to sear, then continue roast- 
ing in a moderate oven for three 
hours, basting every 15 minutes 
with the drippings in pan. Remove 
to a large heated platter, remove 
wedge and place a bright red apple 
in the mouth. Garnish platter with 
watercress and apples brochette. 

Apples Brochette. 

Peel apples and with a round | 
vegetable cutter scoop out balls, al- 
lowing four or five for each person. 
Make a syrup with one and a half 
cups of water, three-fourths cup 
sugar, one-fourth cup of red cinna- 
mon drops, a dash of ground cloves 
and one tablespoon of vinegar. 
Cook until the sugar and candy 
are dissolved. Drop the apple balls 
into the syrup and cook for about 
10 minutes, or until the apples are 
tender but still holding their shape. 
Set aside to cool, leaving the balls 
in the syrup until ready to use, On 
skewers place four or five drained 
balls and use as garnishings for 
pig. 

Baked Acorn Squash With Chest- 
nuts. | 

Cut acorn squash in halves and | 
discard seeds. In the center place 
a generous amount of brown sugar 
and a lump of butter and a sprink- 
ling of salt. Place in a moderate 
oven and bake for about 30 min- 
utes.

A man left to himself conceives 
endless diversions.

Have you ever 
committed the ghastly blunder of 
believing a “nature loving” female's 
rha,sodies, inviting her as a lone 
guest to your mountain cabin and 
turning her loose on her own? If 
you haven’t—DON’T. Not if you 
value the lady’s friendship. 

Charles Flandrau, in his “VIVA 
MEXICO!” says that loneliness is 
our national boogie-man.

Flandrau himself once knew that 
dread.

Nor can you ever know what 
life is all about until you have es- 
caped from the padding and met it 
face to face. Until then—you’re 
just hanging on to the apron 
strings of the crowds, and are ac- 
tually as unreliable as any other 
unweaned infant. 

We'd save ourselves gobs of grief 
if we would refuse to enter into 
any serious partnership—marriage 
pa:'ticularly—with either a man or 
woman, until we had seen how he 
or she reacts to loneliness. No 
person is his real self in a crowd, 
or even in the framework of city 
life. But put him up against a 
thousand miles of nice, pure air and 
nothing else but—and you'll come 
as near as is possible to knowing if 
hc was’ What It Takes, or is just a 
well-dressed bluff.

As a matter of 
fact, he was on his honeymoon with Prin- 
cess Clotilde, daughter of Victor Emman- 
uel of Savoy, though he left her in New 
York while he made his Western tour. 
And judging by contemporary opinion of 
him at home, he hardly would have been 
entrusted with any very important diplo- 
matic mission. 

He took after his father, they said, and 
Jerome was the weakest, most dissolute of 
the Bonaparte brothers. It was he who, 
as a young naval officer, had come to this 
country years before and married Miss 
Patterson of Baltimore, only to desert 
her and their son when his brother, Na- 
poleon I, dangled a crown before his eyes, 
His marriage was annulled by the State, 
though never by the Pope, and he al- 
lowed himself to be married to a German 
princess in order to become King of 
Westphalia. Our prince was the son of 
this later marriage. 

At home he was known as Plon Plon, 
a nickname derived from “craint plomb,” 
because he failed to fulfill Bonaparte tra- 
ditions of valor. Every time he was sent 
upon a military expedition, he would re- 
turn upon any pretext to Paris almost be- 
fore he was missed from court circles. “If 
a bullet ever is found inside Prince Na- 
poleon, it will be one he has swallowed,” 
wrote de Morny. He resembled his most 
illustrious namesake, his portrait plainly 
shows, but another French wag wrote, 
“He is a good copy of the Emperor 
dipped in German grease.” “He 
is universally unpopular, arrogant, 
bad tempered, anything but a Prince 
Charming.” It was written when he mar- 
ried at 35 the 15-year-old princess. These 
being some of the contemporary impres- 
sions of Plon Pilon at home, it is not to be 
expected that his contemporary observa- 
tions of St. Louis will reveal great pro- 
fundity. However, he did behold the cur- 
rent scene and made copious notes which 
are interesting in the light of his time 
and his circumstances.

At Chicago he records, “The character 
of this part of the United States is quite 
different from New England; the Ger- 
man element influences it; it is true 
American, gross, hardy, enterprising, hard 
working, greedy.” He meets Mr. McCor- 
mick, “fabricator of the agricultural ma- 
chinery which I had seen at the exposi- 
tion of Paris.” 


Making arrangements to go to St. Louis 
he learns that Gen. Fremont, commander 
of the army of the West, has proclaimed 
martial law over the whole State, but 
Plon Plon does not run away this time. 
“It is on account of the rebellion against 
the Federal Government over the freedom 
of the slaves,” he observes. “It is a great 
move and an important symptom of the 
Republican party’s advance. But is it 
legal? What will be the effect of this 
act?” 


On a special train with M. Osborn, 
president of the Illinois Central Railroad 
which then ended at Cairo, passing the 
town of Kankakee, “which has _ 12,000 
French Canadians, ‘vHo have a French 
journal, speak our language, have many 
souvenirs of France,” in eight hours he 
arrives at St. Louis Sept. 4. He went to 
the Planters House although lodgings had 
been arranged for him at Hotel Barnum 
and at the house of Gen. Fremont, who 
wished to give him an officia] reception. 
“I am avoiding that boredom by arriv- 
ing sooner,” writes His Imperial High- 
ness.

This part of 
America belongs to them today.” Appar- 
ently he met none of our French society, 
being in the hands of German hosts. 

“St. Louis had, before this war, 160,000 
inhabitants; more than 40,000 of them 
have left; commerce is dead, ruined. 

“The Mayor, M. Taylor, is well; since he 
is a Union man he bemoans the state of 
things. I see a Gen. Smith, a man of good 
taste, true American soldier. He suffers 
from the foreign preponderance, There 
is the germ of gross rivalry here. The 
Germans are very arrogant with the 
Americans. 

“T visited the library, a private estab- 
lishment, but rich enough. Twenty-two 
thousand volumes. Fine building, on a 
height from which is a fine view. St. 
Louis is very old and has a great ex- 
tension on the river. 

“A trip of several hours on the Missis- 
sippi, up to the junction with the Mis- 
souri, 18 miles to the north, on a Govern- 
ment boat. Many officers accompany me. 
There was music, Interesting trip. The 
boats making use of the river are enor- 
mous. Grand salons, two classes. Women 
and games aboard. Manners are more 
relaxed in the South than in the states of 
the North. 

“Mr. Chouteau, brother-in-law of M. de 
Montholon, does commerce with the In- 
dians in Northern Missouri almost ex- 
clusively, He leaves every year with two 
or three boats to reach the great falls 
near the Rocky Moutains, 3000 miles from 
here. A very curious trip; departs the 
first of May; hunts the buffalo, antelope, 
deer, etc. It is the best way to see the 
Indians. He estimates there are more 
than 100,000 of them on the plains. All 
that the Indians give is the skins. Mr. 
Chouteau brings them everything, stuffs, 
arms, iron, coffee, tobacco, rice, tea, but 
not liquor. 

“There are forts along the river, about 
300 men in block houses armed with can- 
non. This information interests me very 
much. This family, of French origin, has 
been doing commerce three generations. 
The father, who is still living, was an as- 
sociate of the rich Mr. Astor of New 
York.” 

Leaving St. Louis, turning eastward, he 
notes interesting details of cotton cultiva- 
tion. “The climate is hot, but the earth 
is fertile. At Savoie City I present a 
souvenir from my wife, Perhaps in five 
years this will be a large town.” At In- 
dianapolis, he meets M. Marton, Governor 
of Indiana. The ‘champagne of Cincin- 
nati he finds detestable. After a fright- 
ful night on a sleeping car, “odors, lack 
of water, inconveniences of all sorts, trav- 
eling with all the werld in common, is 
hideous and insupportable,” next morn- 
ing he is given a special car. At Niagara 
where he meets Clotilde accompanied by 
Mme. d’Abrantes, M. de Montolon and 
others, he writes, “impressions of this 
passage, grandeur, savagery, sadness; the 
rapids below the falls, an aspect of_deso- 
lation, but the falls themselves incontest- 
ably are one of the marvels of the world.” 
Continuing to Montreal where he con- 
cludes, “I have decidedly sailed enough 
on lakes,” he is cheered by the extraordin- 
ary enthusiasm of crowds who cry, “Long 
live France! Long live Napoleon! Long 
live the Prince!” This reminder of the 
country so far away, after so long a sep- 
aration, is remarkable and touching.” 
Quebec is visited, Albany, then New York, 
with much sight seeing. Wall Street and 
the principal financial establishments in- 
terest him and a theater built in the style 
of Louis XV, “very commodious, but it is 
not the theater of Rachel, it is the theater 
of Lafarge. Poor and great Rachel!” 

“It is certain that the American exag- 
gerate all the time, but it gives a good 
idea of their puissance,” he writes at last 
on board an Italian steamship where he 
has just been tendered a serenade.

T WAS nothing new for this country 

to entertain Bonapartes although this 

was the only one known to have come 
so far West. Between the First and Sec- 
ond Empires, when all the relatives of the 
great Napoleon were in exile, they flocked 
to this country. There was a moment af- 
ter Waterloo when the Emperor himself 
considered the idea of escaping to Amer- 
ica, “there to eat the bitter bread of ban- 
ishment.” His eldest brother, Joseph, 
who had been King of Spain, bought a 
great estate, Point Breeze, near Philadel- 
phia, where he lived from 1815 to 1837. He 
always regretted he had not persuaded 
the Emperor to accompany him. 

Hither came Jerome, Louis, ex-King of 
Holland, and Caroline Bonaparte’s ions, 
the Murats, Achille, who had been Crown 
Prince of Naples, to settle as pestmaster 
at Tallehassee, Fla., his brother Lucien, 
not to settle down at once, but to sow his 
wild oats, and after exhausting the for- 
tunes of himself, his wife, and the pa- 
tience of his uncles, finally to settle at 
Bordentown and allow his wife to teach 
school to support him. We have with us 
still descendants of the native Baltimore 
Bonapartes. 


China Airmail 


| Service Likely 


Early in 1936 


Arrangements for Trans- 
Pacific Extension Now Ur 
der Consideration. 


HE Postoffice Department has 

T ceciaea that there will be no 

Trans-Pacific airmail service to 
China this year. The Trans-Pa- 
cific airmail service’ at the pres 
ent time is operating only between 
the United States to the Philippine 
Islands by the way of Hawaii. 

Conferences are taking place at 
the present time between Postof- 
fice Department officials and the 
head of the Pan American Airways, 
which operate the Trans-Pacific 
airmail service under contract from 
the United States Postoffice De- 
partment. A tentative date has 
been set for the first Chinese air- 
mail service on Jan. 20, 1936. This 
date is by no means definite and 
is subject to change. The Post- 
office Department will give plenty 
of notice to collectors, so that first 
day covers can be prepared and 
sent. 

No decision has been made as to 
whether the mail will stop at Ma- 
cao in the Portuguese Colony and 
then be forwarded on by other 
means to the adjacent cities of 
Canton or Hongkong, China, or 
whether it will be carried direct 
to either of the above Chinese 
cities. 

The total receipts at the Phila- 
telic Agency in the United States 
Postoffice Department at Washing- 
ton, D. C., from the sale of post- 
age stamps for the month of No- 
vember, 1935, totaled $97,237.87, ac- 
cording to an official announce- 
ment. This total was $25,735.76 
larger than for the month of Octo- 
ber. \ 

The Postoffice Department has 
officially recognized the impend- 
ing Texas Centennial celebration of 
next year by the authorization of 
a machine cancelation now being 
used in Dallas, Tex. The cancela- 
tion consists of a map of the 
State of Texas in an obling box 
with “Dallas” inscribed within the 
map. Above the map within the 
box is the inscription “Texas” and 
below the map within the box 
“Centennial.” To the left of the 
map are the figures “19” and to 
the right “36,” both within the 
box. At the present time this can- 
celation is being used only by the 
postoffices in Dallas, Tex., pre- 
sumably this cancelation will be 
used jn other cities in Texas. 

Plans are under way at the pres- 
ent time for airmail service by 
plane across the Atlantic Ocean 
to England. It is thought that this 
service will be inaugurated some- 
time in 1936.

Of late, it seems to me that I 
have noticed a distinct improve- 
ment in the methods of psycholo- 
gists in general. They have gotten 
down to realities and are trying to 
find out the reason, or, at least, 
the rules of the everyday experi- 
ence of the minds of everyday peo- 
ple. I refer particularly to Dr. Don- 
ald A. Laird, director of the psy- 
chological laboratory of Colgate 
University. For instance, Dr. Laird 
has gotten away from the old stock 
story about the servant girl of the 
professor of Greek who became ill 
and delirious and recited the én- 
tire “Iliad” in her delirium. Dr. 
Laird, I imagine, does not believe 
that narrative ever taught anybody 
anything about memory or any- 
thing else.

EXPLANATION OF YESTERDAY'S CARTOON 

ELEVEN TIMES PRESIDENT—Jose Maria Medina (1826-1878) of Honduras, between Feb. 5, 1862 and Aug. 
27, 1876, occupied the Presidential chair 11 times, his term of office varying from 11 days to 1 year, 8 months and 26 
days. He was always prevented from serving a full term by violemce and successful revolutionary coups. His longest 
term was the seventh, when he was President of Honduras from Jan. 14, 1870 to Oct. 10, 1871, while his shortest 
was his last term, from Aug. 16th to Aug. 27, 1876. In Feb. 1878, he was arresed and courmartialed on a charge 
of revolutionary conspiracy against President Soto. He was found guilty and executed on Feb. 8. 

THE CHINESE JEWS—The present day Jewish colony of Kaifenfu in the Province of Honan, is descended from 
a large number of Jewish immigrants who came to China from India and Persia during the reign of the Han dynasty 
in the third century B. C. Now, there are only about 150 of them left, and they differ from the surrounding Chinese 
only in their religion. In features, dress and complexion, they differ in no wise from the typical Chinese; down to 
the queue, which some of them still wear.
